Passed by the House.

When the House Convened the Members 
Piunged Into the Contest Without 
Preliminaries—Before the Journal Was 

_ Read Mr. Catchings Headed Off Possi- 

die Parliamentary Complications by at 

Once Putting the Question Forward— 
Text ofthe Rule. 


WasniIncGron, D. C., Aprill7.—The q! rum 
counting rule was to-day adopted b the 
House by a vote of 212 to 47, the Repub ins 
voting for it. 

There was a very large attendance on both 
sides of the House when the House met, in 
anticipation of the fight over the adoption of 
the new rule. and the galleries were also un- 
usually well filled. 

Without a single preliminary -the House 
plunged intothe contest. In order to pre- 
vent parllamentary complications, Mr. 
Catchings from the Committee on 
Rules, secured recognition before 
the journal was read and after with- 
drawing the rule reported from that 
Committee last Thursday, he immedtately 
presented the report agreed upon just before 
the House convened. The report was read 
from the clerk’s desk as follows: 

„ Amend rule 15 by inserting between 
Clause land 2 the following as clause 2, and 
change the number of clause 2 to clause 3. 

pon every roll-calland before the de- 
ginning thereof the Speaker shall name two 
members, one from each side of 
the pending question, if practicable, who 
shall take their places at the 
clerk’s desk, to tell the names of at least 
enough members who are in the hall of the 
House during the frst roll-call who do not 
respond, when added to those responding, to 
make a quorum. If a quorum does not 
respond on the roll-call, then the names 
of those so noted as present shall be 
reported to the Speaker, who shall 


cause the list to be called fromthe Clerk’s 
desk and recorded in the journal, and in de 
termining the presence of a quorum 
to ao business, those who voted, 
those who answered present and those 
s0 reported present shall be considered. 
Members noted @ , when their names are 
called, record the@ir votes notwithstanaing 
the provisions of clause one of this rule. 

„Amend clause 1 of rules by adding this 
to the following words and on a roli call 
should he not vote he shall an- 
ewer present’ so as to read ‘every 
member shall be present within the 
hall of the House during its sitttings, unless 
excused or necessarily prevented, and shall 
vote on each question unless he has a direct 
personal or pecuniary interest in the event 
of such question, and on a roll-call shail he 
not vote he shall answer present.“ 

Mr. Catchings then attempted to arrive at 
an agreement about the limit to de set to the 
debate upon the proposed rule. The interest 
on the floor was intense, although 
there was neither confusion or excitement. 
Mr. Catchings suggested an hour and a half 
as a limit tor the debate, but Mr. Wells of 
Wisconsin, one of the Democratic opponents 
of a quorum- counting rule, objected strenu- 
ously to such a brief opportunity for de- 
bate. He thought considering the great 
importance of the tquestion, that at leasta 
day should be given. When Mr. Catchings 
shook bis head at this he appealed to the 
Committee on Rules not to gag Democrets 
who did not agree with them. 

Mr. Bynum (Dem,) of Indiana proposed 
two hours on a side, and Mr. Miliiken (Dem.) 
of Tennessee expressed himself in oppos)- 
tion to rushing the new rule through with 
undue haste. He was quite vehement in 
tone anda gesture. 

The Repubiican leaders,Reed and Burrows, 
did not attempt to put in their oars. They 
watched every point, however, vigilantly. 

Finally Mr. Catchings yielded and agreed 
to allow two hours’ debate on a side, a vote 
to be taken at 40’clock. 

Everything seemed to be in process of 
peaceful adjustment before the request for 
unanimous consent, by which such agree- 
ments are made dinding on the House, was 
submitted. 

Mr. Burrows, one of the Republican mem- 
bers of the Rules Committee, offered on be- 
half of himself and Mr. Reed as a substitute 
for the proposed rule the quorum-counting 
rule of the Fifty-first Congress. That rule 
was as follows: 

„On the demand ot any member, or at the 
suggestion of the Speaker, the names of 
members sufficient to make a quorum in the 
hall of the House who do not vote shall 
be noted by the clerk and recorded 
in the journal and reported to the Speaker 
with the names of the members voting and 
be counted and announced in determining 
the presence of a quorum Co do business.“ 

The Speaker then submitted the request 
for unauimous consent to close the debate at 
4o*clock. To the great surprise ot all, Mr. 
Wells of Wisconsin objected. 

This ended the attempt to reach ® peacefal 
agreement. Mr. Catchings appealed to the 
ouse to witness the fact that he had made 
an honest attempt to afford a reasouable op- 
portumity for debate.

Gen. Coxey’s Commonwealers Now 
En Route to Williamsport. 


At the Sound of the Reveille the Men 
Broke Camp With Alacrity. 


IN ASHORT TIME THEY WERE MARCEH- 
ING THROUGH THE CANON. 


The ‘Battle Hymn of the Republic’’ 
Sung by the Marchers, Echoed From 
the Rocks Which Towered 500 Feet 
Above-—Given an Ovation as They 
Marched Through the Streets of Cum- 
berland—The General Movement. 


CUMBERLAND, Mad., April 17.— The Army of 
the Commonweal was astir at daylight pre- 
paring for its canal barge trip to Williams- 
port. Toot ing John’’ White, the bugler, 
shrieked the reveille from the grand stand 
at the edge ofthe ball park just as the sun 
was topping the rugged mountains on the 
east of the river. 

The men rolled out of bed, sweeping down 
their apology for a tent, and swiftly bun- 
Gling it with bedding into the wagon. 
There was scant time for a perfunctory 
washing before the lineof march was formed 
andthe army plunged down into the deep 
canon through which the pike runs into 
Cumberland, 

The mists and shadows still hung about the 
towering rock walls, 500 feet above, and 
through the cold, still air the marchers sent 
echoing the strains of The Battle Hymn of 
the Republic.’’ 

Solemnity was changed to laughter as the 
army made its way through the town, swap- 
ping rude jests with the crowd on the side- 
walks, where all the prominent citizens of 
the town had turned out to bid them God- 
speed. 

Both Cari Browne and Coxey made short 
farewell addresses from the canal bank be- 
fore they started down stream, thanking the 
people for the kindness that had been shown 
the army and promising to march back over 
better roads than Cumberland haa ever seen, 
allof which was to bethe result of the bond 
issue bills the Commonweal is going to have 
passed by Congress, 


KELLY’S ARMY TRICKED. 

OMAHA, Neb., April 17.—Kelly’s occidental 
army of Industrials is still encamped on the 
old Chautauqua grounds, five miles east of 
Council Bluffs. Instead of findinga train of 
box cars ready to convey the soldiers on their 
way East, they found that they h&d been 
tricked forthe sole purpose of 6 — them 
to break camp and leave Council Bluffs. 

The officers of the army are very bitter 
over what they call tbe bad faith shown by 
the officials of Council Bluffs and, Pottawat- 
tomie County. Gen. Kelly says that 
while he was not actually promised 
that a train would be provided 
for his soldiers, still he was led to suppose 
that the Rock Island company had made 
such a promise. 

The night was spent quietly incamp. Pro- 
visions are running low and several of the 
army officers came to Omaha this morning to 
try to secure the donation of more supplies. 

The only violence that has so far occurred 
as the result of the presence of Kelly’s army 
is reported from Crowell, onthe Elkhorn 
road. Ten recruits from the Black ‘Hills on 
the way to join Kelly’s command, were found 
riding in an empty box- car. The train crew 
attempted to throw off the men, whena vic- 
ious fight was precipitated. 

Conductor Brown engaged one of the men 
and used him up badly, when he picked upa 
glass insulator and hurled it at the conduc- 
tor, striking himinthe forehead and frac- 
turing his skull. The brakemeu were also 
badly handle. West Point authorities cap- 
tured the men. The fight having occurred in 
Dodge County, Sheriff Milliken was tele- 
gra egg tor and took the prisoners to Fre-

PREPARATIONS AT WASHINGTON. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., April 17.— The District 
Commissioners are greatly troubled by the 
knowledge that Coxey will not lead his army 
out of Washington. They have prepared a 
list of laws applicable to the case, and will 


use the police force as faras possible in en- 
forcing them. The laws ayainst vagrants, 
against bringing paupers into the District, 
against assemblages on the Capitol grounds 
and against processions without permits will 
all be tried in suppression of the movement. 
There are 1,600 well-drilled militiamen who 
can be assembled at two hours’ notice to ald 
the authorities. 


A WOMAN'S AUXILIARY. 

SEATTLE, Wash., April 17.—A new feature 
has been added to the northwest Industrial 
Army by the organization ofa woman's aux- 
Mary, composed principally of the wives of 


the members. 

About forty women attended the first meet- 
ing and Mrs. Paul Mohr, wife of one of the 
most active men of the male army, was 
elected president. The announcement was 
made that both the male and female con- 
tingent will move on to Washington in a few 
days. 

FRYE'’S CONTINGENT AT EFFINGHAM. 

EFFINGHAM, III., April 17.—Of the 700 men 
of Gen. Frye’s detachment which left st. 
Louis but 136 reached here. They camped in

Edward Mum. a Newsboy, Stricken Sud - 
denly Under Peculiar Circumstances. 


Edward Hill, a newsboy ll years old, went 
suddenly insane at the corner of Broadway 
and Market street this morning, and now 
lies at the City Hospital in a critical condl- 
tion. The cause Of his mania is as yet a mys- 
tery, but fromthe story told by the boy’s 
father it is one Which the police willdo well 
to unravel. ; 

Carl Hill, the father, is a confectioner do- 
ing business inthe McLean bullding, Fourth 
and Market Streets, and living at 


718 Franklin avenue. This morning 
when his boy started out to 
gell papers, he says. he did not complain of 
feeling unwell, and was apparently as fresh 
and bright as usual. About Ii o’clock he was 
carried into hig store by a youth named Dick 
Moeckler, who lives in the McLean bullding, 
and claimed to have found him on Broadway 
with two policemen, and followed by a crowd 
of people. The officers had noticed his pecu- 
Har actions, and seeing that he was insane 
had taken him in charge. They delivered him 
to Moeckler upon the latter’s promise to take 
him home to his father. 

Mr. Hill tried to question his son, but could 
obtain no coherent answer, and the little fel- 
low soon became Very violent. An ambulance 
was called and he was taken tothe Dispen- 
sary, where Dr. Hough made a hasty exam!i- 
nation and at once ordered his removal to the 
City Hospital. The physician stated that the 
boy was suffering from meningitis of the 
brain, caused either by a blow or by some- 
thing be had taken to eat or drink. He re- 
garded his condition as dangerous. 

A story told by Mr. Hill may throw some 
upon the matter. Edward and 
another young son of his, 
claims,* last Sunday afternoon, 
given some beer and 
Dy a woman with 
he ig not a ainted, but who, he alleges, 
lives in the neighborhood of Sixteenth add 
Market streets. Edward, he says, was not 
used to liquorand a very little made him in- 
toxicated. While in this condition, he 
claims, the boy fell and struck the back of 
his head against a post. Nothing was said to 
bim at the time, but he got his information 
from his other son, who subsequently con- 
fessed. He believes that this blow may have 
caused the buy’s condition, and Dr. Hough 
things this is a likely theory.

Rev. John Weston Criticises Wealthy 
Members of Protestant Churches. 


ADDRESS BEFORE THE PRESBYTERIAL 
MISSIONARY CONVENTION TO-DAY.

and Meglect the Tollers—Praises the 
Cathelics for Giving Children Relig:

The St. Louls Presbyterial Missiongry Con- 
vention, which was opened last night at the 
Carondelet Presbyterian Church, 6116 Mich- 
igan avenue, resumed its business this morn- 
ing. Rev. Joseph H. Gauss, the 
pastor, spoke of he Holy Spirit 
in Missions, at 9:30 0’clock. His diseourse 
was a sermon to which his audience listened 
with attention. Rev. John Weston, D. D., 
pastor of North Church, followed with an 
address on City Evangelization.’’ Dr. 
Weston spoke with earnestness. Le showed 
the importance and ‘necessity of 
city evangelization, and the special 
need for a religious awakening 
in St. Louis, where, he said, he found sin as 
flagrant asin Chicago andin some respects 
more so. He pointed oat the ovpstacles in 
the way of city evangelization. The firs 
was the heterogeneous character of 
urban populations. In cities are 
gathered people from all parts of the 
earth with their peculiarities of tongue, 


habit and thought. The common school 
system was a great Americanizer, but it did 

make Christians of the pu 

To accommodate the religious 

irreligious portions or the 
community, the public schools were 
secular. Hesaidthat Lutherans and Catho- 
lics insisted on their private parochial 
scnools, in which their children were daily 
given extended religious instruction, while 
the great body of Protestanism was sat 
isfied with aif an hour’s instruc- 
tion in the Sunday-school each week. 
Dr. Weston thought it no wonder that it was 
almost impossible to convert Roman Catho- 
lics to Protestantism. He regarded the 
Roman church as a very wise institution de 
cause it grounded its children in the articles 
of its fait yefore they were allowed to 
gO to t public schools. On the 
other hand vrotestant children were not 
sufficiently doctrinatea, said the speaker; 
even Sunday-school teachers being wanting 
inathorough knowledge of their denomina- 
tional beliefs. Another obstacle to city evan- 
gelization in the opinion of Dr. Weston is the 
segregation, the exclusiveness of the better 


element. 
EAST END NEGLECTED, .

FORT SHERIDAN TRAGEDY. 


Mrs. Hedberg Led Weeping From the 
Court During the Manney Trial. 


CuicaGco, III., April 17.—In the trial of 
Lieut. Manney for the shooting of Capt. Hed.- 
berg at Fort Sheridan, the hearing of testi- 
mony was begun to-day. District Attorney 
Milchrist made the opening address for the 
prosecution, and James Dingle, a surveyor, 
was called as the first witness, 


He tested to the Government owner- 
ship of the land at Fort Sheridan, and his 
testimony was substantiated by County Sur- 
veyor J. S. Lee and Capt. B. Jones, 
Quartermaster. Capt. Newgarden, Assistant 
surgeon of the postdescribed the wound 
which caused the Captain's death. During 
his testimony Mrs. Hedberg was overcome 
and was led weeping from the court-room. 

Private Geo, E. Johnson testified to having 
seen Lieut. Maney and Capt. Hedberg meet 
at the time of the shooting. He said he heard 
the Lieutenant say, drawing his revolver, 
Draw your pistol. Capt. Hedberg replied, 
**I have no pistol.’* Tes you have,’’retorted 
Maney and thecaptain again insisted that 
he had not. Then,“ said the witness, 1 
heard Lieut. Maney cali Capt. Hedberg a lar 
but could not hear the reply. Capt. Hedberg 
kept his packages under th arms during 
the conversation. Then Maney shot and the 
Captain said two or three times, ‘Now you 
have shot me.

**Piasa monster, or, as it is most frequently 
termed, the ‘‘Piasa dird, a representation 
of which was to be seen until a few years 
on the face of the Piasa cliffs above 
ton, In late years the cliffs’ have been 
quarried to such an extent that the repre+ 
sentetion of the monster has been entirely 
effaced. History says the first white man to 
tread the soil of the State of Illinois was 
Nicola Perrot, who landed on the banks of 
Lake Michigan near the present site of Chi- 
cago in 1670, and that Marquette and Joliet, 
discovering the Northern Mississippiin 1673, 
journeyed down the stream to Arkansas, 
passing the Piasa bDiuffs on their way South. 
passed the dluffs Marquette 
companions saw on the 
the cliffs representations 
of two monsters, which the discoverer de- 
scribed as being large as calves, with deer’s 
horns, tiger’s beards, humanlke faces, 
scaly bodies and longtails. From this it ap- 
pears there were originally two pictures on

the cliff, though it has been popularly sup- 
posed there was dut one. Col. Miles, an old 
resident of Miles Station, near Alton, remem- 
bers only one. In conversation with Mr. 
Perrin some time ago Col. Miles, who well 
remembered having seen the remnants of 
the carving of the Piasa monster forty years 
ago, de fore it was quarried away, stated that 
it resembied a winged lion with deer’s horns. 
There are other descriptions of the monster, 
but probably none of them are so well au- 
thenticated as these. This is the legend of 
the Piasa Monster which Mr. Perrin will in- 
corporate in his historical lecture and illus- 
trate with a large drawing by E. A. Woelk, 
Jr., of Belleville. 

Some frightful monster had been preying 
on the tribes of the prairies and the forests 
until their numbers were gradually dwind- 
ling — 17 thereby striking terror and dread 
into the hearts of the survivors. When their 
ranks were thinned, and the monster’s rav- 
ages were still continuing, some heroic 
measures had to be devised and adopted, 
Whether acting upon the advice of their 
wise men or upon the dreams of their 
leader, it seems that at last it was decided 
to exterminate this devourer of the tribes of 
men. But in order to entrap the monster it 
would probably be necessary tooffer up some 
one of thelr number as a sacrifice in baiting 
the trap. Hence, Owatoga selected twenty 
of his warriors,and together they proceeded 
tothe neighborhood of the place where the 
monster’s den was supposed to be located. 
It may well be imagined that the heart of 
each of the twenty warriors sank 
within him at the prospect of becoming 
A feast for this demon in order to save his 
fellows. Butthey moved forward together 
and with that savage instinct that has been 
so much lauded each savage warrior 
dreamed of fame that generations still to 
come would heap upon his memory if he died 
inthe attempt to rescue his tribe. When 
they came to the valley beneath the cliff in 
which the Piasa had his haunts the reveries 
of the twenty warriors cameto naught and 
their hideous fears were allayed when their 
chief arranged them behind the trees and 
bushes with instructions and then boldly ad- 
vanced himself into the open valley to tempt 
the demon down. This act of bravery un- 
doubtedly endeared the chief all the more to 
his little nd and with pride in their hearts 
and steadiness in their nervesthey waited 
for the supreme moment to act in obedience 
to bis command. They had not long to walt. 
For as soon as the monster spied the intrepid 
chief beneath him, he left his heights and 
with screams and flappings of wings de- 
scended straightway for his prey. But ashe 
was about to seize upon Owatoga twenty ar- 
rows sped from behind the bushes and with 
unerring aim plerced the monster, and the 
hated Piasa fellat the feet of their Chieftain, 
And thus the tribes of the prairies and the 
forests were saved to live in peace.’’

Charles Bauer Beaten Up by Highway- 
men. 


| THEY GOT HIS WATCH AND CHAIN, BUT 


MISSED $80 IN GOLD.| 


Mr. Bauer’s Ortes for Help Brought As- 
sistatice ahd Caused the Robbers to 
Make a Hurried Retreat-—Given Five 
Years—Stolen Property Identified— 
Police News. 


Charles Bauer, the well-known trombone- 
player of the Havlin’s Theater orchestra, 
was early this morning the victim ofa dar- 
ing assault and hold-up at the hands of three 
unknown men. The robbers took his gold 
watch and chain, but overlooked some $85 in 
gold which he had in his pocket. They left 
him bleeding and unconscious on the 


ground, 

Mr. Bauer, after playing at the theater last 
night, visited the headquarters of the 
Musicians’ Union, 604 Market street, of which 
he is Treasurer. Some of the union bills had 
to be pald to-day, a duty which devolved 


upon him. In plain view of the others pres- 
ent he took from the safea bag containing 
to be used in the payment of the bills, 
and transferred the same to his trousers 
cket. Afew minutes later he started for 
is home. 

The police are inclined to believe that 
some one who saw him pocket the money 
made the attempt to secure the bag. At all 
events, when Mr. Bauer was passing the 
corner of Ninth and Morrison streets, just a 
block from his residence at 922 Autumn 
street, three thugs sprang out of an alley in 
the rear of the home of Dr. E. F. Hauck and 
grappied with him. One of them seized him 
by the throat while another struck him 
several times over the head with an 
improvised slung shot and the third grabbed 
his gold watch and chain and at the same 
time made an attempt to extract the bag of 
coin from his pocket. With a eat effort 
Mr. Bauer wrenched the first fellow’s hands 
away from his neck and shouted for assist- 
ance. Healso succeeded in grabbing and 
holding the hand ofthe thief who was after 
the money. 

In response to his cries the windows of the 
neighboring houses were thrown up and the 
inmates began to appear. In alarm the rob- 
bers took filght, but not before they had ad 
ministered several more kicks and biows to 
their victim, which rendered him entirely 
unconscious. His nose is badly cut and he 
has several injuries to his head. The 
wounds were dressed by Dr. Hauck, 
who is also said to have fired 
ashotat the fleeing bandits. The matter 
was reported to the police at the Soulard 
Street Station. 

Mr. Bauer cannot identify the thieves, as 
they attacked him from behind. He says, 
however, that fromthe momentary glimpse 
he caught ofthem, that he saw that. they 
were very well dressed indeed. /

NOT DIFFICULT OF ADJUSTMENT. 

In reply to an objection to additional train 

service on the ground of expense, a signer of 
the petition said: 

An extra service is not, as I understand 


it, demanded. Whatthe lines are asked to 
do is to spread their first-class trains a little 
for public convenience. The matter is not 
nearly as dificult of adjustment between rail - 
roads as some of the pooling arrangements 
upon the making and unmaking of which the 
trafic men lavishso much time and pains. 
The passenger business would not be revo- 
lutionized by such a service, but the con- 
venience ofa large class of profitable pa- 
trons would be much better served. Those 
through travelers who desired to make brief 
stops could do sa and all others proceed 
without delay, just as they do now. 
The objection of the trafic men is 
based, it seems to me, upon

be settled easily enough. The trouble is that 
the transportation rutis deep and smooth 
and the companies are loth to leave it.

Letter From Jacob Schnaider at Venice 
to His Wife Here. 


Jacob Schnalder, a laborer, 50 years of age, 
left his home, No. 610 Morgan street, at 9:30 
yesterday morning and has since failed to 
return.

A POs r- 
DISPATCH reporter who called at the 
Schnaider’s home on the second floor of 610 
Morgan street, found a number of weeping 
little ones. The tot ofa girl who came tothe 
door said her mother was out and that she 
did not know what was in the letter her 
father wrote from Venice. Schnaider has 
five children, three girls and two boys, the 
eldest a son of 20.

The St. Louis Terminal comedy is 
finally concluded with the dismissal of the 
General Manager of the Merchants’ Bridge 
& Terminal Co. The competition which 
the people of St. Louis bought and paid for 
witb valuable franchises is smothered and 
the city is bottled up more securely than 
ever. 

The history of this performance is a 
commercial joke oratragedy, according 
to the point of view. To the men who 
played the game and took all the tricks it 
is certainly a joke, but to the community 
which granted franchises and privileges 
worth millions, with the understanding 
that the competing company should com- 
pete, itisnotsofunny. It was expected 
that the privileges would be used for the 
good of St. Louis commerce, and that the 
advantage accruing from the new terminal 
facilities should not be used to 
strengthen monopoly’s grip. This expec- 
tation is more than disappointed. Not only 
are the new bridge and terminals not used 
to enlarge the city’s trade, but they are 
used asanother sponge to suck up the 
earnings of commerce and drain away 
the profits of legitimate enterprise. 

It is an instructive lesson in the folly of 
giving away the wealth of the public to 
private individuals, The public interest 
in the St. Louis terminals is measured by 
the value of the franchise or privilege to 
use the ground and occupy the streets. 
This value grows larger every year and 
should be held firmly for the benefit of the 
tax payers. Instead we intrusted it toa 
group of individuals on a mere glittering 
promise that no advantage would be taken 
of the city’s generosity. The result is 
exactly what should have been expected 
from the outset. Competition gives place 
to a monopoly stronger than the one we 
struck at. How many times will the 
lesson have to be learned? 
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Two Rundred newsdoys on the down town 
streets are sellingthe Daily Post-Dispatch 
for 2cents. Our patrons are requested to 
notify us of any attempt on part of news- 
boys to force them to pay more than 2 cents 
or the Post-Dispatch or to force them to 
buy with other papers ‘‘three for a nickel.

AN INSTRUCTIVE LESSON. 


A recent dispatch from the University of 
Virginia stated that a student of the insti- 
tution had been forced to leave by his fel- 
low-students because he had cheated in 
examinations. The offense was so rare as 
to be regarded worthy of special note. 

In the interesting article about Prince- 
ton University in the Sunpay Post- 
DisPaAToH it was stated that since 
the substitution of the honor sys- 
tem for the spy system the greatest 
change had taken place in the conduct 
and attitude of the students with regard 
to cheating. Whereas under the spy sys- 
tem it was common and was looked upon 
as a venial offense—a sort of joke on the 
spying professor—under the honor system 
it is regarded with abhorrence. The honor 
standard has developed an esprit du corps, 
acommunity spirit among the students 
which renders the position of one guilty of 
the offense intolerable. The contempt in 
which he is held is a punishment worse 
than any that the faculty can inflict, The 
appeal to honor thus removes the necessity 
for the enforcement of the law by a higher 
authority because its violation carries with 
it the penalty of dishonor. All the subtle 
but potent forces which tend to make men 
what they are expected to be are arrayed 
for instead of against law. 

The experience of these two educational 
institutions in this matter is gratifying. 
It renews faith in human nature and 
strengthens hope in the development of 
the highest order of civilization in which 
an educated conscience and an elevated 
public sentiment will reduce the necessity 
for the exercise of police power to a 
minimum, 

In his essay on ‘‘Politics’’ Emerson says 
the wise man does not need legislatures or 
courts. He is the embodiment of good 
lawe and righteous government. The 


trus end of education is not to devise the 
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but to make men who do not need govern- 


ment.

Paper Money. 


To the Editor of the Post- Dispatch: 

I have read an excellent article from the 
pen of Mr. Joseph Franklin on Money and 
Prices, in which he says: If one could be 
sure that the possibilities of printing paper 


were not unlimited, there is no doubt but 
that paper currency, all of a kind, would be 
better than gold or silver or both combined, 
but nature has put no stop tothe press, and 
we cannot, or need not, trust each other to 
put a stop to it.“ — 

Is it not a historical fact that the currenc 
ofthe United of every kind—gold, 
Silver and paper—never exceeded the 
amount said to be necessary to the transac- 
tion of business, namely, ö per cent of the 
volume of business done (the remainder be- 
ing done with checks, drafts, etc.), and is It 
not alsoa fact that in every instance when 
the paper currency was greatest in volume 
the difficulty was not to prevent the issuin 
of still more, butto prevent contraction o 
the volume? Mas it not in every instance the 
contraction of the volume of the currency 
(Drought about by the powerful tnfluence of 
} bankers and dealers in money) that caused 
Moancial crashes and ruin tothe business of 
the country? It seemsto methere ought to 
be no more danger fh trusting Congress with 
the power of ry the amount of paper 
money to be issued than in trusting it with 
the powerto declare war. Certainly ‘‘in- 
Nation!“ could not be more devastating 
than war. 

Singularly enough, too, every time we got 
Intoa war it became absolutely necessary 
also to ‘‘inflate’’ the currency, decause, 
since gold and silver did not exist in quan- 
tity suMicient to meet the emergency, there 
was no way out of the difficulty, but by issu- 
ing paper money, and it always saved the 
country. Financlers will say: Les, but the 
cash always came, didn’t it?’’ 

Yes, it came; but not because of the infla- 
tion, but because of the successful efforts of 
those same financiers to contract the cur- 
rency toa gold basis. Ofcourse it is to the 
interest of those who get rich dy lending 


States, 


money at interest to make money as scarce 
as possible—after they have corralledfa few 
millions each—so that they may geta higher 
hire for it, but would it not be vastly more to 
the Interest of all of the rest of the people to 
have at least money enough in circulation to 
exchange their roducts between them 
easily and with! facility dy issuing non- 
interest-bearing notes, directly to the peo- 
ple, than to permit the volume to be con- 
tracted dy interested individuals and then 
hire some of it back from those same indi- 
viduals and pay them for its temporary use? 
This country, atleast, has never abused the 
power to issue paper money, and I believe it 
can always be trusted. Atall events the 
ower will de as safe in the hands of the 
iovernment as in the hands of Dankers and 
other money-lenders. J. G. 


Public Improvement System. 
Tethe Editor of the Post- Dispatcr: 

Some days ago I noticed an article in your 
paper illustrating how, in the western part 
of the city, whole blocks of streets and alleys 
were being made, in some cases proving a 
great hardship on some of the 


small property holders, who being 
unable to pay so heavy an outlay saw suits 
and levies staring them in the face. In con- 
tradistinction to inis, permit me to citea 
different case, Oity block 478 is situated be- 
tween Rutger street and Morrison avenue 
and between Eleventh and Thirteenth 
streets, ina thickly populated and very re- 
spectable residence part ofthe city, two 
blocks south of Chouteau avenue.

three years ago, an ordinance was passed

denly stopped and nothing more was done at 
this point; for what reason the work was 
sO suddenly commenced and why stopped, 
no one can tell. Since the passage of this 
ordinance in 91, the property holders, all 
but one exception, have tried every means 
in their power to have this alley made. We 
have sent petitions to the Board of Public 
Improvements, etc., requesting expedi- 
tion of the work, because the alley 
being above the height of the street, 
we get all the drainage from that point, yet, 
do what we may, petition as we will, we 
cannot make our honorable Board of Public 
Improvements, or whatever board it may 
be, belleve we want an alley, are entitled as

KNIGHTS OF HONOR. 


Fifteenth Regular Annual Session of the 
State Grand Lodge. 


The fifteenth regular session of the Gran 
Lodge, Knights of Honor, of Missouri began 
at 9:30 this morning at Odd Fellows 
Hall. Grand Dictator Louls Benecke o 


Brunswick, Mo., presided. There were pres- 
ent representatives of about ninety-five 
lodges, and officers and committeemen to the 
number of twenty-five or thirty. The lodge 
will be in session twoor three days, holding 
morning and afternoon sessions. 

The membership of the Knights of Honor Is 
now about 5, The Grand Dictator said 
this morning that the increase both of new 
lodges and new members last year was 
larger than has ever been known in ffteen 
years, and that the prospects were 
very flattering for 1894. Seventeen new 
lodges were organized last year despite 
financial depression, and several others are 
now forming. The officers of the Missouri 
jurisdiction are as follows:

The morning session to-day was largely 

devoted to preliminary organization. Die- 
tator Benecke opened the lodge witha few 
cheering and congratulatory remarks and 
appointed C.J. Wallruffof Kansas City, 
William J. Manthe of De Soto and 
P. H. Clark of Benton to be the Committee on 
Credentials. 
The election of officers for the next two 
take place to-morrow. 
Among the measures proposed that 
changing the basis of representation 
will, no doubt, cause the most heated dis- 
cussion. The present representation is one 
delegate from each lodge. The proposition 
is to make it one for every fifty members or 
fraction thereof, 

The weaker country lodges will itis be- 
lieved oppose the measure. 

The reports of officers will be read this 
afternoon. They were distributed to the 
delegates in printed form. The Grand Dic- 
tator has only served one term. 
His first wish was to acquaint himself by 
letter and otherwise with the condition of 
every lodge in the State and,to arouse more 
than one-half of the lagging, standstill 
lodges from their Rip Van Winkle-like 
sleep. He recommends that the 
representatives of Missouri - jurisdic- 
tion to the Supreme Lodge be 
instructed to favor a change from annual to 
biennial sessions of the Supreme Lodge, 

The Grand Dictator mentions the death 
Oct. 24, 1898, of the founder of the order, 
James Andrew Demosee, and recom- 
mends that a memorial ge in the printed 
proceedings be dedicated to him, but adds: 
Our past record in distributing more than 
$45,000,000 to widows and orphans, as well as 
the large additional sums expended for the 
benefit of distressed members, not to men- 
tion the ald and comfort extended to mem- 
bers in sickness, 1s the greatest monument 
that could be erected to his memory. 

At the last session the per capita tax was 
raised from 40 to 78 cents. The supreme Die- 
tator affirmed the decision of Grand Dictator 
Benecke, hoiding that this must be paid from 
June 80, 1898. The good result is a cash work- 
ing balance of $4, 05. 

Grand Reporter Wm. F. Pfister reports the 
number of lodges installed in two} 
17; Aissolved, 1; consolidated, 1; su 
8; me 95 lodges now, compared n 
April, 1892. The Grand Treasurer held March 
19, 1892, $1,827.19; collected to March 20, 1894, 
$18,958.80; paid out on warrants, $11,230.44; 
leaving a balance of $4,550.05. 

The disbursements were for Supreme 
Lodge tax and supplies, $2,648.64; for mis~ 
sionary work, $2,547.41; on account of benefit 
certificates, $1,004; for mileage and per diem 
session of 1892 $1,145.45; for executive com- 
mittee twentieth anniversary celebration, 
$200. The liabilities are only $26.40. While 
a loss of 256 members had 
been recoorded by Dec, 81, 1893 
gain through new 12 instituted had 
almost counter balanced this. This good re- 
sult he attributed to the establishment of the 
missionary fund. ths were 269, twenty- 
two less than in the two preceding years. 

Amongithe Grand Reporter’s recommenda- 
tions is one advising the admission of women 
to the enjoyment of the benefits of the order.

WasnhincGtow, D. C., April 17.—The Repub- 

Uean Senators are hoping for a serious con- 
_ troversy among the Democrats over filling 
the vacancy on the Finance Committee oc- 
Casionead bythe death of Mr. Vance. The 
Place is a desirable one, and the names of 
several Senators are being canvassed iu con- 
mBection nh it. There can scarcely be any 
controversy over the proposition that the 
appointee ought to be a true and tried rev- 
enue reformer, for not only are the reform- 
ere in the majorityjon that side of the cham- 
Ber, but Mr. Vance was absolutely sound on 
the tariff question. Some dispute may arise, 
however, as to locality. The Southern men 
think that Mr, Vance’s successor should bea 
Southern man, while several of the Northern 
Democrats suggest that he ought to be a 
Northernman. There are now three South- 
ern men on the committee, Harris, Vest and 
Jones of Arkansas, and by giving Messrs. 
McPherson and Voorhees a Northern col- 
league, the majority of the Senate would di- 
Vide the majority of the committee equally 
between the two sections. 

The name of Mr. Mills is prominently men- 
tioned for the appointment. The ‘‘conserva- 
tives’* of course do not like the suggestion. 
Mr. Mills, they say, is too extreme on the 
tariff question. They propose instead the 
name of Mr. Brice, regardless of the fact that 
Ohio in Mr. Sherman is already represented 
on the committee. Mr. Vilas is a strong man, 
sound on both finance and the tariff, and 
with fine talents for debate, but the South- 
ern men are not inclined to accept him as a 
compromise. The selection will be made by 
a majority of the Senate after a formal con- 
ference. This may or may not provoke a 
heated discussion. Those who think that no 
new n should be invited at this 
time suggest that, as the Finance Committee 
bas vir ually handed the tariff bill over to 
the Senate, there is nonecessity for filling 
this vacancy at thistime. Their idea is that 
unless it can be done without contention it 
would be better to postpone the matter until 
the tariff bill is out of the way. 

There is fresh embarrassment for Messrs. 
Caffrey and Blanchard, growing out of the 
sugar question. Both of the Louisiana Sena- 
tors pledged themselves unconditionally to 
the sugar tax, notwithstanding the fact that 
less than haifofthe State is directly inter- 
estedinthetax. They have at the behest of 
the sugar planters, gone so far as to pledge 
themselves to vote against the Wilson bill 
unless a duty on sugar is embodied in it. 
This is now coming up to plaguethem. The 
Legislature that ects their successors 
meets early next month,and their opponents 
using this pledge in those portions of 

Auisiana wherethe people are much more 
interested in the revision of the tariff than 
they arein the reimposition of the tax on 
0 Ar.

THE ELEVENTH CENSUS. 


Much Improvement Will Result From the 
Bxtension of Time. 


WASHINGTON, April 17.—Census officials are 
confident that a thoroughly satisfactory 
adjustment ofthe work of the eleventh 
census will result from the carrying into 
effect of the bill which has just passed 
through Congress providing for the exten- 
sion of the time for the completion of the 


work until March 4 next. Superintendent of 
Census Wright said to-day: 

Ihe census act originally provided for a 
publication of names of all surviving soldiers 
and widows of deceased soldiers. At my 
suggestion Congress has authorized the 
transfer of all the names to the pension or- 
fice, where they will be of very great ser- 
vice. This action wil save nearly $250,000 
to the Government. It will enable the cen- 
sus Office to complee almost all of the 
clerical work by July 1, tas contemplated by 
the law of last October. There will be then 
only small portions of these volumes remain- 
ing to be completed, so far as the copy Is 
concerned. ype Ot time is for the 
purpose of ing the proof reading to be 
done by those Most familiar with the census 
volumes. 

**Discharges of employes are being rapidly 
made, but in all cases a week or more notice 
is given those discharged and they are 
allowed all the leave due them by law. 

**The statements that have appeared that 
the census reports are being doctored are 
absurd. The reports are being brought out 
in all the integrity of Mr. Porter’s plans. 
Wherever matter has been or will be elimi- 
Dated it is or will be because it is in 
accordance with his approved ideas. No 
facts that were collected for the eleventh 
census have been in any way suppressed or 
changed. As the superintendent originally 
declared officially thatit was to be purely a 
statistical census, the present administra- 
tion, so far as still unpublished reports are 
concerned, is trying to conform to that 
declaration.

BRA. IAN REBELS. 


The Remains of De Mello’s Fleet Ar- 
rive Off Buenos Ayres. 


THEY ARE THE REPUBLICA, METEORO 
IRIS, URANO AND ESPERARZA. 


In a Very Dilapidated Condition and the 
Insurgents on Board Suffering From 
Sickness, Wounds and Lack of Food— 
Duel Between Da Gama and De Mello 


Probable.

BUENOS AYRES, April 17.—The remains of 
the Brazilian rebel fleet, commanded by Ad- 
miral de Mello, which arrived off this port 
last night, arethe subject of extensive ex- 
changes of telegraphic messages between 
the authorities of this place and the Brazilian 
Government, through the Brazilian Minister 


here. 

The rebel ships are the Republica, Met ro. 
Iris, Urano and Esperanza. They are a 
very dilapidated condition, and the rei * 
on board of them are suffering from 
sickness, wounds and lack of proper food 
supplies, Their temporary wants have been 
supplied, with the consent of the Brazilian 
Minister, who has received advices from Rio 
Janeiro saying that a general amnesty will 
be granted to the insurgent rank and fle, and 
that the Brazilian Government will pay the 
quarantine expenses of the ships if they are 
surrendered to the Brazilian Minister. 

Consequently the Argentine Government, 
with the consent of the rebel leaders, is now 
superintending the delivery of thefive war 
vessels to the Brazilian minister, which will 
have been accomplished by the time this dis- 
patch reaches the United States. The crews 
of the rebel shipsare being disembarked at 
the Lazaretto here and will be cared for un- 
til further orders are received from Rio de 
Janeiro. It is believed that when the men 
and ships are in a proper condition they will 
rejoin the Bragilian vessels under Govern- 
ment officers and return to Kio de Janeiro. 

President Peixoto’s Government has noti- 
fedthe Government of Uruguay that the 
expenses and — K money home of the in- 
surgents who landed in the Department of 
Rocha, Uruguay, will be paid by the Bragil- 
ian Government, and that they may all, with 
the exception of the leaders, return to Brazil 
with nofear of belng severe! punished for 
the part which they have taken in the re- 
bellion. 

Nothing seems to be known of the ultimate 
destination of Admiral De Mello and Gen, 
Saladgo, though it is believed that the for- 
mer will tame the earliest opportunity of es- 

aping to some foreign country where he Can 
hide himselffor the restofhislife. On all 
sides the utmost contemptis expressed for 
De Mello, whose desertion of Admiral Da 
Gama is looked upon as being a piece of 
cowardly treachery, which even the Ad- 
miral’s most iatimate supporters condemn, 

To such an extent does this feeling prevail 
that it ie openly. stated that Da Gama pro- 
poses to seek out Admiral De Mello and com- 
pel him to meet him in mortal combat. 
Those who should know Admiral De Meilo 
believe that he will take care to avold any 
such meeting. If the rebel Admiral falls 
into the bands of President Peixoto, there Is 
little doubt but that he will be promptly 
tried by court martial and shot.

The 
former confidential clerk of John Mulford, 
Charles Cunningham, who was the lagt to 
testify at the former hearing, was put Upon 
the stand to-day and closely cross-examined 
by Attorney Frank M. Estes. The testli- 
mony was mostly concerning the 
amounts of money sent to Miss Bradley 
from time to time by Mr. Mulford. Some- 
times he would send her quite large sums of 
money to pay her expenses while in Europe, 
Mr. Cunningham’s cross-examination did 
not develop any new facts, however. This 
witness was the only one to testify 
that John Mulford had ever admitted 
that he was married. Ali the other 
witnesses could only say that they always 
knew Mrs. Mulford as Mrs. Mulford, but none 
of them could say that Mrs. Mulford had in- 
troduced her as his wife. He paid all the bills 
made inthe name of Mrs. John E. Mulfora. 
He bad lived at the house as her husband, 
but no one had been introdaced to Mrs. Mul- 
ford by Mr. Mulford. 

When Mrs, Mulford was put upon the stand 
to testify in her own behall, she answered all 
questions promptly and directly. She told 
how she had had friends of hers come and 
call on her and how she had gone in to view 
the remains of her late husband and when he 
was about to be buried. Mr. Estes put the 
plaintiff through a very severe cross-examin- 
ation.
